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SSRC Members Participate in Camporee 
Hayden Kaufman N2HAY, Gray Moffett, KC3DWY 


Hayden N2HAY reports: 

Part of the ARES mission includes serving community organizations in edu- 
cating and logistical support during non-emergency community-oriented 
events. EC Hayden Kaufman N2HAY received such a call on the 10th of May. 
Lake County ARES Emergency Coordinator Jamey McKinley W4CGX was in 
need. Jamey needed a few good men to assist with a vital mission - teach- 
ing Scouts about radio, and helping them learn how radio works when cell- 
phones and landlines do not. Hayden put out the word, and a team was 
organized. On Saturday the 14th, AEC Carl Berry KCSCMX, AEC Angelo Mi- 
anulli KO4IPV and AEC Gray Moffett KC3DWY along with Hayden took the 
relatively short trip out to Paisley and Camp La-No-Che, the site of the Cen- 
tral Florida Council Centennial Camporee. 


Upon arriving, they were met by Jamey, and brought out to their assigned 
location. Ken Lyons KN4MD3J, the ARRL-NFL Youth Coordinator and organiz- 
er of Radio Scouting US had already deployed his stations, tracking the ISS 
and demonstrating how radio can reach space. There were others setting 
up a CW demonstration for the younger Scouts, as well as demonstrations 
of DMR and HF. Our team worked to assist Scouts with a mini-GOTA pro- 
ject. Older scouts were required to make a radio contact to complete the 
area task list. Inside the luxurious Lake County ARES trailer, Hayden acted as 
control operator for the eager Scouts to make their calls. Some were made 
across the demo area to Gray, Angelo and Carl, and others were made to 
members of the Lake Amateur Radio Association via the K4FC repeater. 
Over 3000 Scouts attended the event, with most of them making their way 
through our demo areas.

Our signature meant a badge for 
their shirt. There were quite a few questions from the scouts as they pe- 
rused the radio equipment.

N4FP - 2022 Florida QSO Party CW Rover Summary

Pete, K2PS and | had a relatively successful FQP weekend, even with 
antenna trouble on Sunday that forced an early end for us. Saturday 
we left The Villages and worked 16 counties to the west and north. 
We spent Saturday night at my QTH in Ocala. Marty, N4GL, hada 
welcome dinner ready for us at 10 pm. Sunday we headed northeast 
then towards Orlando when an antenna loading problem ended our 
operation with 3.5 hours remaining in the 20 hour contest. | dropped 
Pete off and when | reached home | was able to work 31 contacts in 
the last 15 minutes using a Ham Stick that Joe Rudi, NK7U had loaned 
us. We made 1507 CW contacts, averaging 90 per hour, in 28 coun- 
ties. Our station, on a bench in the back seat, was a Flex 6400 running 
100 watts to 3 Hustler antennas all mounted horizontally atop a 3 ft 


mast mag mounted to the roof. This 
gave us instant band switching. 20 
meters was by far the best band with 
1340 contacts, 119 on 40, and 48 on 
15. Every time we hit a new county 
we had a new pileup. Pete ended up 
with 757 contacts and | had 750. The 
antenna problem turned out to be a 
rusted stud screw that connects the 
mast to the mag mount and feedline.
